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“After a long night of waiting, avo student presidenyregent 
candidates found out their campaigning was probably not over 
yet. 

Dave Wiley, who received 921 votes, and Mike Farquhar, 
with231 votes, werctoldatS.a.m, Thursday morning they would 
be facing cach other in a run-off election, 

According to the election process, a candidate for student 
president/regent must attain 50 percentof the vote plus one vate 
towintheclection, With this year’s totalof954 ballots, oncefthe 
candidates would have fiad to reecive 478 votes, 

A date for therun-offelection will be determined at the Nov. 
7 student senate mecting, “ 

Election Commissioner Mike MoKenna said although the 
numbers are preliminary, the ballots were counted at feast five 
times, and he does not expect any of the numbers to shift. 

“The integrity of the ballot boxes was intact, and at no time 
wero the ballots out of sight of an impartial observer,” he said. 

The other two candidates for tie office, Bobby Loud and 
Mary Reynolds, reccived 224 votcsand 170 votes, respectively, 

Farquhar, who stayed up to wait for the results, said he was 
very pleased to be in the run-off clection and felt Reynolds and 
Loud were both well-qualified for the position. 

- “TE wish them the best, and T certainly won’tclose the door to 
any of their inputif I attain student president/regent,” he said. 

Farquhar said he wants to get his message out about his 
experiences to more students before the run-off election. 

Wiley also expressed his pleasure at the tumour of the 
election, despite the carly morming wake-up call from the Gate>

Teresa Houser, Reynolds’ campaign manager said, “I wish 
theUNOstudentbodyluck, ’vestoodbyand watchedthem, two 
years in a row, let the best chance they ever had for gaining 
ground for this university slip away.” 

Everyone scemed happy about one issue — UNO voter 
turnout increased 287 votes from last year’s clections, - 

McKennasaidhewas very pleased with the 00260f 2 percent 
margin of error in the election. 

“Thesearcthemostaccuratethey haveevercomein,” hesaid. 

According toclection procedures, theelection commission is 
allowed a6 percent margin of error, 

While it took nearly nine hours from the time the pollsclosed 
at8 p.m, Wednesday to find outthe results, MeKennaattributcd 
the cxemely long wait to the thoroughiness of counting the 
ballotsandsomeminorcomputerglitchesatCampusComputing 
whicn sorne of the programs were not reading the codes on the 
ballots properly.

“Whatthey didwasamalfcasance 
of office, and I can remove them from office, and I plan on

John Heaston, SPO"s assistant director, said the board was 
concerned Loud was not doing his job properly.

“Iv’snotall Bobby's fault; it’sallofour fault. Buthe’stheone 


with his performance,” he said, 

“Do youknow how thatmademe feel?” Loud said. “It wasa 
power play. The things I do are scrutinized more.” 

Loud said he -belicves Heaston swayed the other board 
members into voting for the revocation of the stipend,
